AN FORMS. OF RELIEF

“the government being called upon’ to 
‘share’ the’ burden of providing ‘relief 
in cities and other municipalities, but 
it is also opening up on its own accord 
a great deal of work for relief pur- 
poses the cost of which will be borne 
by the province entirely. The govern- 
ment also finds Itself facing a new 
problem in connection with _ relief 
work, and that is the cost of relief in 
wnorganized territory, which includes 


- several of the large coal camps In 


the province. 

The demand now comes that ~ the 
province shall bear the entire cost of 
relief work in such territories, but the 
government is making an effort to 
have the Dominion government bear 
a share of this burden. ; 


More than $1,000,000 has already 
heen spent, or will be spent by the 
government in relief work, according 
to figures given out by Hon. Alex 
Ross, minister of public works, this 
week. Much of this is for construction 
work of various kinds being done by 
the government, aside from any share 
the’ government may pay of the cost 
of relief work done by municipalities, 

In the cities alone $10,000 has been 
spent by the government as one-third 
gf the amount by the municipalities 
relief in the way of food and 
clothing and soforth. In addition to 
this, the government bears one-third 
of the added cost of relief work above 
the normal summer cost of this work. 
In Calgary, the government fs carry- 
ing on the completion of the technical 
institute, work which will total $225- 
000. and has also, within the last few! 
days,, awarded contracts for 10,000! 
yards of grading for the government at | 
65 cents a yard. 

In Edmonton, the government is pro- 
ceeding with the new home for men- 
tal defectives to cost $250,000. Aside 
from this, various large public works 
‘are being carried on in the province, 
including. two bridges. over the Red 
Deer river, costing $250,000, $150,000 
‘which has been spent in road work, 
$25,000 which is to be spent in new 
road work to be opened up in the 
nerth country, jail buildings at Drum- 
‘heller and Edson, buildings at Ponoka 
‘in connection with the asylum, and 
other work. -

PROVINCIAL BANK 


FARMERS 


Calgary, Jan, “20—A resolution  pro- 
viding for the establishment under the 
auspices of the Alberta government 
of a banking institution with a federal 
charter, was debated by the United 
Farmers of Alberta in their conven- 
tion this morning. 

“Resolved,” said the resolution, 
that the Alberta government cause 
to be secured a bank charfer, in ac- 
cordance with the federal bank act,” 
Head office would be in Alberta, The 
government would retain and pur- 
chase capital stock between 55 and 
99 per cent, and the balance would 
be sold to residents of districts where 
branches would be located. Adminis- 
tration would be by a commission of 
five, The bank, it was resolved, “is 
to do a general banking business and 
proceed to take full advantage of the 
right to issue paper currency under 
the Federal Bank Act.” ~ 

John Egger, of Lake Thelma, pro- 
posing the resolution, declared the 
establishment of a bank under demo- 
cratic control would be a blow at 
plutocracy. “We are, or shouli be,” 
he said, “in absolute control of the 
government at Edmonton, and they 
were able to bring pressure to bear 
on the federal government through 
their elected members. 

Ifo bank is established under this 
plan, said G. Bevington, the legislature 
of Alberta would have the right to ap- 
point and dismiss the board of direc- 
tors, “We would have within the 
province,” he sald, “the means of is- 
suing money, of bringing it into exist- 
enco, We would have broken the 
complete monopoly.”

POISON GAS FACTORY

(By H.W, Nevinson, in the Manches- 
ter Guardian) 


I recently accepted a kind invita- 
ticn to visit America’s poison gas fac- 
tory at Edgewood, half an hour be: 
yond Baltimore, probably the great: 
est poison gas, works in the world, 
Starting fom Washington before the 
dawn, I arrived with a crowd of work: 
men, clerks, and well dressed girls, 
all engaged in the manufacture — of 
poison, but Jiving at Baltimore, for 
Edgewood is hardly a village, except 
for the works, all erected during the 
war. There igs an enclosure of 10,000 
acres for this purpose upon a promon- 
tory on Chesapeake Bay, having its 
own docks far lighters, 


The Chemical Warfare Corps is a 
special branch of the army, like artil- 
lery, consisting of abgut 2,000 ‘men, 101 
officers and 1,200 civilians employed, 
besides 100 trained chemists who re- 
ceive purchase money for all inven- 
tions, but the government reserves 
the right to purchase, The War Office 
pays for the establishment $1,200,000 
out of the army grant, which is about 
$400,000,000 1 believe.~ The 
brought to the-highest perfection just 
before the armistice, could then pro- 
duce 200 tons of poison gas daily. 
They are now working at greatly re- 
duced pressure, but are maintained in 
complete readiness, with a permanent 
stafl of machines in working order. 
The results are continually inspected 
and tested separately, 


Staffs for defence and offence are 
continually working against one an- 
other, every advance in poison being 
met, if possible, by protective methods, 
such as new devices in masks to pre- 
vent death by suffocation, or imper- 
meable overalls to prevent death by 
burning, Upon the French front our 
masks could be put on in six seconds, 
here the mask can be put on in three, 
by one single movement without ties. 


ing mists upon glas goggles, which are 
also so constructed as 'p break but 
never splinter. Much improvement 
has been made in the breathing tube 
and cylinder, There are two hermet- 
ically sealed chambers whith men vol- 
unteer to enter without extra payment 
to test the power of the gases, and in 
which they are watched through a 
window till they signal on feeling the 
effect of gas in faintness or sickness. 


Chlorine made from common table 
salt is the basis of all gases except, 
perhaps, Lewisite. The salt is dissolv- 
ed in enormous vats like fron found- 
ries. Many kinds of gas are manu- 
factured. The best for suffocation is 
phosgene. Mustard gas burns off the 
flesh us well and penetrates any 
clothing, as was found during the war. 
Chloropicri: produces intense yomit- 
ing, disabling the victim until the en- 
omy arrives to kill, Lachrymatory 
gas causes an immense flood of tears, 
as I found out upon neuring the fac- 
tory, in spite of a sweet smell, but 
the effect wears off, if the sufferer 
survives a bayonet charge, 


Lewisite is a burning gas, like the’ 
mustard gas, but far more powerful. 
It was invented by Newlands at the 
Catholic university at Washington, 
and perfected|by Professur Lee Lewis 
of the Northwestern University. It 
ig composed of acetylene with a solu- 
tion of trichorlide. It is belleved to 
penetrate any mask and passes 
through the flesh and down the lungs 
burning the victim inside and out. 
It is regarded as the main organ of 
security in future war, and was being 
produced at the rate of ten tons daily 
at the time of the armistice, It 
spreads slowly unlike phosgmie, which 
on that account ig more favored in or- 
dinary bombing from the air, for wind 
rapidly carries phosgene far and wide 
suffocating all, But Lewisite could 
be sprayed upon cities from a hose 
by aircraft. It hag an excellent effeot 
in burning clothes, skin and flea of 
all, citizens and soldiers indifferently. 
It is difficult, to estimate the area 
which could be affected, but if skil}: 
fully used “would certainly Kill a big 


vapulallon with great rapidity. Bombe 
are now being made up to a weight of 
4,300 pounds, each carrying one ton 
of the highest exposive T.N.T,, or a 
similar amount, less in weight of suf- 
focating or burning gas. Large air- 
craft, each.carrying several bombs or 
spraying machines, could destroy great 
citles if unopposed, and gradually re- 
duce the whole human population, 
thus rendering bigth contrel unneses- 
wary, yi ja 
There ig a mogt interesting museum 
upon the prengises illustrating the 
growth of vari 5 destructive chemical 
processes and. ‘attempts to counteract 
them, The whole factory proves hu- 
man ingenuity for slaughter and the 
hortor of the next war, All attempts 
to check the employment of improved 
instruments of destruction have hith- 


*lerto been vain, as was proved at the 


Hague, and in our protest against the 
use of gas in tha late war. It [s use- 
less to forbid fnventions, The only 
way is to exterminate war, Perhaps 
this object may be furthered by in- 
creasing the terror for stay-at-homes, 
men and women who will no longer 
give their sons only, but themselves. 


Jt was once hoped that this poison 
might be usetl againt the gopher (a 
burrowing American rodent’, ground 
squirrels on prairies, or Australian 
rabbits, but it was found that the 
prairie wag killed together with the

Calgary, Jan, 21—Provincial  legts- 
lation to provide for the recall of 
municipal councillors -will be asked 
for py the United Farmers of Alberta. 
At the morning session ra resolution 
from Eagel Valley locai was passed 
without opposition. it was also 
agreed to ask:for a direct enactment 


board ‘of ‘trade's: application 
railway commissioners for-an oqualiza- 
tion of the freight rates from Alberta 
points to the coast was wiven ina re- 
solution passed, This‘ resolution was 
submitted by the Big Valley | local, 
and asked that the adjustments be 
made qn a-mileage basis compuret 
with rates in effect eastwards. 

Return of the natural resources to 
the people, of the province was ap- 
proved in another resolution pessed, 
A petition will be sent/to the provin- 
cial govornment urging that negotia- 
tions. with the federal government be 
re-opened, Lands were being alienat- 
ed. from the people and given under 
ty ivate control causing the loss cf a 
considerable amount of revenue, said 
the resolution, 

Great laughter was aroused when a 
resolution asking that animals should 
not be taken to the pound faster than 
a! walking pacd was introduced, The 
proposal was tabled. “ 

Legal proceedings against chiroprac- 
tors’ practices were denounced in an- 
on the liquor question, Uniter Fat- 
will be made for a board of examiners 
to deal witlt applications for chiro- 
practois to practice in Alberta, 

After a heated debate this morning 
on the liquor question, 
mers turned down resolutions aimed 
at amending the present act. Finally 
the convention agreed to extend to 
the attorney general support in his 
endeavors to check the sale of liquor. 
Proposals that liquor be sold by 
government vendors and that further 
restrictions be placed on prescrip- 
tions were rejected, - 

A warm debate took place over re- 
solutions on the liquor act. The first 
proposal was to request legislation to 
allow the manufacture of three and 
a half per cent beer, this being urged 
by W. Moody of De Winton, It’ was 
also asked that the government handle 
the direct sale of spirituous liquors 
by vendors. On a vote being taken 
about ten were in favor with an over- 
whelming majority opposed.’ Ten doc- 
prescriptions a month with a 
limit of four ounces to a prescription.

ment was presented,

the chairman, E, J, Garland, M.P., 
broke his gavel, and the fragments 
scattered over the reporters.
